“It is an amazing 
thing,” he said, “that a 
responsible newspaper with years 
of a record. behind it, - even 
though that record was a Unionist 
record, should hope that the result 
of this election would be incon- 
clusive. That meant that this 
nation would go from chaos to 
chaos, from glection. to election, 
as happened to France. The 
Irish Times would then be able 
to call the invader to take us out 
of the mess we had made. our- 
selves.” The cat, which Mr. 
Traynor belled on Friday night, 
presumably is unrelated to that 
member of the same tribe which 
did Mr. de Valera’s laughing for 
him at the last election. That 
poor animal had rather an un- 
fortunate experience when the 
result of the poll was declared. 
The suggestion that this news- 
paper is seeking to promote un- 
stable conditions: in the. country 
would be more ‘than laughable if 
it were not so fantastic as to call 
for tears rather than for derision. 
Mr. de Valera holds firmly by the 


view that anybody who ventures_ 


to criticise his policy~and nobody 
but himself matters in the ranks.of 
Fianna Fail—must, in the nature 
of things, be guilty of high 
treason. -He confuses stability 
with stagnancy. He cannot con- 
ceive the idea of any responsible 
Government save his own; but ve 
would remind him and his 
followers that this newspaper stood 


for national stability and national | 


decency at a time when they were 
condemning the nation to the 
appalling penalties of civil strife. 
We can afford to pass over Mr. 
Traynor’s despicable allegation. 
When there seemed to be even a 
possibility of outside interference 
with this country's affairs we did 
not hesitate to take our stand on 
the Government’s side; and, in 
like circumstances, we should do 
precisely the same thing again. 
We do not feel aggrieved by Mr. 
Traynor’s statement; we are sorry 
for him. There is something 
pathetic, in fact, that a man with 
such a mind should be a member 
of the Cabinet. i | 

To-morrow the people will go 
to the polls. Let ús once more 
state our position. We are 
opposed to Fianna Fail—in other 
words, to Mr. de Valera—because 
it has refused to accept the 
verdict of the majority in Dail 
Eireann. The Taoiseach has 
made it abundantly clear during 
his election campaign that he has 
brought this election upon the 
country simply and solely 
because he will brook no inter- 
ference of any kind with his 
personal policy. Long before 
there was any question of a 
general election—even before the 
present war broke out—this news- 
paper advocated the. establish- 
ment of a National Government, 


mainly because we felt that.there } 


was no essential difference of 
principle or of policy between 
the ‘two major parties ip Dail 
Eireann, but also because we 
were convinced that the best 
interests of the Irish nation 
demanded a Government which 
should embrace and represent 
every interest in the country. 
Before the last election tie Fine 
Gael Party adopted our policy, 
and made it one of the principal 
planks in its platform. Since that 
time every argument that was 
advanced in favour of a National 
Government has been reinforced 
a score of ‘times. The present 
election was entirely unnecessary. 
Mr. de Valera could have chosen 


Ireland was asked recently in the 
British House of Commons, In 
reply, Sir John Anderson, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, is re- 
ported to have said: “I have 
received no previous complaint 
of shortage of pennies in 
Northern Ireland. I do not think 
that it would be desirable to 


by which the banks are respon- 
sible for the local distribution of 
coin.” This question and answer 
lead one to believe that Belfast 
householders may share with 
Dubliners ' the inconvenience 
caused by the prolonged, if 
periodic, disappearance of copper 
coins from general use. Never 
has the deficiency in Dublin been 
severe enough to justify ques- 
tions in the Dail, but shopkeepers 
and those whose’ gas supply is 
adjusted by  penny-in-the-slot 
meters know well how embar- 
rassing these shortages can be. 
‘Phe shopper who enters a general 
stores with no smaller coin than 
half-a-crown knows that she 
stands less chance than usual of 
getting an under-the-counter 
supply of cigarettes. Indeed, 
some shopkeepers have no hesi- 
tation in requesting a few coppers 
out of charity even if the amount 
owed reaches a total of. even 
shillings- Many a' Dubliner has 
known a cold pang of fear when 
he realises that he must face a 
bus conductor with a florin 
when he intends to travel a mere 
penny-halfpenny fare. He knows 
that he will be met with a cold 
stare and the bitter query: “Is 
this the smallest you've got?” 
When he swears, with his hand 
on his heart, that he has nothing 
smaller, the ticket will be 
punched wearily and passed over 
to him with an incredulous sniff: 
his change will be handed to 
him when he is standing on the 
platform waiting to alight. It is 
now some months since one of 
these acute shortages has pre- 
vailed, and nobody took ‘it 
particularly seriously. Certainly, 
nobody ever was sufficiently 
worried to refer the matter to a 
T.D. It was found simpler to 
abuse the Gas Company and 
wait for the days of plenty to 
return.

It 
was in the days when the Russian 
Censorship was at the height of its 
tyrannical powers, and the revolu- 
tionary pot already was beginning to 
sing. Mahaffy was an early riser;
